While the excitement in town is subsiding agi- 
tation in the country is worse than ever. This is 
caused largely by the insolent, menacing atti- 
tude of roving bands of Indians traveling 
through. Agent McLaughlin wires there is 
cause for alarm, but everybody believes this 
is buncombe. 

Cuzyenng, Wyo., Nov. 18.—A long pack- 
train will start out today via the Cheyenne 
and Northern road to march across the gap to 
the Elkhorn road and proceed to Rushville, 
Pine Ridge Agency. It will contain camp equi- 
page and supplies and take only enough men 
to handle them. A part of the garrison at 
Fort Russell has been ordered to go north on 
the Cheyenne and Northern road and thence 
to Rushville, whence it will march to Pine 
Ridge Agency. Seven companies were put 
under marching orders last night. 

Crawrorp, Neb., Nov. 18.—Troops are or- 
dered out to Pine Ridge Agency from Fort 
Robinson. They go from the post to Rush- 
ville by rail and there start north for the 
reservation. 

Cuapron, Neb., Nov. 18.—[§pecial.]—The

Gen. Ruger Thinks the Scare at That Place 
i Is Unwarranted. 
Sr. Pavur, Minn., Nov. 18.—[Special. ]—Gen. 
Ruger, in command of the Department of 
ota, is home from his trip to the forts 
along the Upper Missouri. While away he 
and Lieut. Woodruff made a careful inquiry 
into all the phases of the Messianic craze.

ROS ARE ON THE LOOKOUT. | 


They Are Ready for Immediate Action in 
1 Oase of Trouble. 
Pierre, S. D., Nov. 18.—[Special.]—It is 
known here that the troops at up-river posts 
have orders to keep in trim for immediate ac- 
tion, with three days’ rations ahead. The 
closest watch is being kept on the Indian 
Messiah fanatics and at the first movement of 
theirs indicative ‘of an outbreak the soldiers 
will be marched. against them. In Pierre 
there is no fear, though a good many half- 
breeds and squaw-men have taken refuge 
here. The people here regard the Indians’ 
antics with amusement. 

Yanxton, S. D., Nov. 18.—[Special.]—A 
general Indian outbreak is not apprehended 
by old residents. The Indians are fully under 
the control of the whites, and no credence is 
placed in the Messiah story. Advices from 
up the river state that there is no fear of vio- 
lence from the Indians. Government em- 
ployés at Fort Bennett and Cheyeme agehcies 
report that they are perfectly secure, and that 
the stories telegraphed abroad are exaggerat- 
ed and colored. The circumstances of the 
present alarm are different from any previous 
scare, and the whites may not realize their 
danger. 

No immediate trouble is likely to occur 
from the Indian disturbance at Rosebud 
Agency. They have a line of scouts and cour- 
iers running from Rosebud Agency to Pine 
Ridge Agency, by which the different. tribes 
communicate with each other. Many of the 
Indians have given up their ration checks and 
refuse to accept rations. Those belonging to 
the religious band are not allowed to haul 
freight from the Indian supply depot located 
in Valentine. An Indian outbreak seldom 
occurs so late in the fall, and the people in 
this section entertain but little fear. Fort 
Niobrara, which is one of the posts to be rein- 
forced and ordered into the field at once, is 
only four miles’ from here and is sufficiently 
strong to protect settlers until the troops al- 
ready ordered here arrive. 

Jamustown, N. D., Nov. 18.—It is learned 
here tonight that the Messiah craze has struck 
the Indians at Fort Totten, and they are in- 
clined to be ugly. Residents at the fort ob- 
ject to the departure of the troops for the 
West. It is reported 100 armed bucks were 
seen crossing the railroad’ track at Minne- 
waukan, and were en route from the Turtle 
Mountains to join the Sioux at Standing Rock, 
but said they were going hunting. 


RETURNING TO THEIR HOMES, 


Some of the Terrified Settlers Recovering 
; from Their Scare. 

Bismarck, N. D., Nov. 18.—[Special. ]—Sev- 
eral families who came across the river last 
night on account of the Indian scare returned 
to Mandan, New Salem, and Sims this morn- 
ing, being assured that the reports were exag- 
gerated. The Governor arrived this morning, 
and in compliance with the request of Sheriff 
Bengenheimer of Morton. County gent over 
200 guns and a quantity of ammunition.

It is believed tonight the excitement will sub- 
side in a day or two, 

Sitting Bulland many of the Indians live 
twenty miles from the agency, and the fact 
that an uprising might be in progress for a 
couple of days without the agency knowing 
anything about it is what adds to the fears of 
the setilers bordering on the reservation. It 
is also said many of the Indian police have 
caught the Messiah craze and have torn off 
their stars. 

In response to an inquiry from Senator 
Pierce Gen. Ruger telegraphed as follows: 

All arrangements have been made for the march 
to Yates of the company transferred to that post 
from Fort Totten, which post is to be abandoned. 
I think the effect on the Indians, if intending to 
make trouble, would be much better by the 
march of this company to Yates than by its reten- 
tion at Lincoln. 

The report has been made that traders at Man- 
dan and other points on the river have sold am- 
munition and even arms to the Indians right 
along, before as well as since the excitement 
among the Indians first began. I would request 
you to use your influence and counsel to stop such 
things if true. I have reports dated Nov. 16 from 
Yates stating that there was then little excite- 
ment among the Indians. 


COL, CODY SAYS THEY WON’T FIGHT. 


Bill Thinks Cold Weather Will 
Prevent an Indian Outbreak. 

New York, Nov. 18.—[ Special. Col. Cody 
was asked today his opinion of the reports 
from Dakota that give promise of an Indian 
war. He replied: 

“Tf this was spring instead of winter the 
situation would be serious, as the Indians 
could then sweep over the country and have 
20,000 defenseless settlers at their mercy.” 

„Will the Indians fight this season?“ the re- 
porter inquired. 

„1 think not. The Indians dread winter 
warfare. Ifit were spring there would bea 
general uprising. They are discontented and 
claim that the Government has not kept its 
agreements with them in rations or by paying 
for their land. These Indians know that the 
harder they fight the more presents they will 
get from the Government when peace is pro- 
claimed. If war comes and Gen. Miles is in 
command and not handicapped he will quickly 
crush it. 


WILL PREVENT AN OUTBREAK.

Gen. Miles Says the Army Is Prepared to 
Deal with the Indians, 

„All our advices during the day are 

of the same general tenor as for sev- 


-eral days past,” said Gen. Miles at the Hotel 


Richelieu last night. The Indians have got 
beyond the control of the agents. We are 
trying to prevent an outbreak. Yes, some 
orders have been issued, but it would not be 
advisable to furnish them for publication just 
yet. They would be liable to reach the In- 
dians by tomorrow night. 

‘“* Discontent has been growing among them 
for six months. The causes are numerous. First 
was the total failure of their crops this year. A 
good many of them put in crops and worked 
industriously. and were greatly discouraged 
when they failed, as they did utterly in some 
districts. Then the Government cut down 
their rations and the Appropriation bill was 
passed so late that what supplies they received 
came unusually late. A good many of them 
have been on the verge of starvation. They 


have seen the whites suffering, too, and in 


many cases abandoning their farms.”

MR. DEPEW MAKES A SIGNIFICANT 
_ | SPEECH AT NEW YORE. : 


At the Chamber of Commerce Banquet He 
Advocates Reciprocity and Hepes His 
Party Will Put Up Its Champion for 
President—Ex-President Cleveland Pre- 
fers Free Trade and Would Rather See 
Chauncey Himself as the Candidate. 

New York, Nov, 18.—[Specia 1.j}—The an- 
nual banquet of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the State of New York is always one of the 
notable events of the season. Tonight’s cele- 
bration was no legs brilliant than its predeces- 
sors. It was the 122d yearly dinner of this 
venerable commercial body, aud the beautiful 
new banquet-hall at Delmonico’s held as dis- 
tinguished acompany of merchants, financiers, 
statesmen, and professional men—the shining 
lights in every walk of life—as ever assembled 
within its walls. 

At the head of the table sat Charles Stewart 
Smith, the President of the chamber. On his 
either hand, as the official guests of the cham- 
ber, were Gen. W. T. Sherman, Grover Cleve- 
land, George William Curtis, Carl Schurz, 
President Charles W. Eliot of Harvard Col- 
lege, the Rt.-Rev. Bishop H. C. Potter, Sena- 
tor Frank Hiseock, Chauncey M. Depew, 
Gen. John M. Schofield, the General of the 
armies of the United States, Maj.-Gen. O. O. 
Howard, John T. Agnew, Horace White, and 
Benjamin H. Field. 

But these were only a few of the galaxy of 
notabilities. Among the 250 at the other ta- 
bles—for the attendance was limited only by 
the capacity of the hall—were such dis- 
tinguished men as Cornelius N. Bliss, John 
Jay Knox, Roswell P. Flower, Brayton Ives, D. 
O. Mills, Elliot F. Shepard, Erastus Wiman, 
Austin Corbin, Isador Straus, William Stein- 
way, and John H. Inman. 

During his address Smith used these words: 
hase the profound conviction that reci- 
procity is the key which will open widely the 
door of commercial intercourse and give to us 
the natural outlet for our surplus products, 
which we must have or our manufacturers 
must for the present cease to increase. 
I believe that the considérate judgment of the 
country will demand of the party in power 
that reciprocity, whichis only another name 
for fair trade, shall be adopted as the true 
American economic policy in connection with 
our foreign trade.“ 7 

Mr. Depew Wants Reciprocity. 

Chauncey M. Depew was a speaker, and in 
his openmg he declared that “the events of 
the last few days have revolutionized the 
thought and action of the world. ‘Incy have 
demonstrated that the real aim of the Govern- 
ernnients of Christendom is the man of busi- 
ness. Merchants and bankers have directed 
the thoughts of the world and become the 
leaders of its public action.“ a 

Referring to the quick aid of other nations 
to the English bankers in their troubles the 
speaker said: This is international reciproc- 
ity of the broadest and most beneficent char- 
acter. It opens a hope for the nations and of 
progress for peoples unequaled by any single 
event of our time. It demonstrates that the 
power of peace and war is passing from the 
hereditary legislator and the accidental poli- 
tician to the bankers and merchants of 
Europe. : 

* details of the preservation of order and 
the pageantry of courts can be left to public 
officials, but these new masters of the situa- 
tion will insist upon the rule of commercial 
principles and the laws of trade. 

“Within the last few weeks we havestood the 
strain of the repurchase of all our bonds and 
stocks which Europe desired to sell. It was 
a fearful test, but it has ‘superbly demonstra- 
ted the strength of our financial situation, the 
soundness of our credit, and the permanency 
of our prosperity. 

Jo increase our available resources we must 
enlarge the area of the markets for our sur- 
plus products. The solution of our dangerous 
problems and the solvent of our future pros- 
perity lies largely in the direction of commer- 
cial reciprocity among the nations of all 
America. 

Between themselves there should be the 
largest reciprocity and closest commercial re- 
lations, The unifying processes of mutual 
prosperity produced by commercial union 
with Canada would lead in a few years to po- 
litical federation, which would carry the 
American flag from the Falls of Niagara to 
the North Pole. South of us lie the Re- 
publics of the other America and of the 
Isthmus. The conditions of our trade with 
South America are a stigma upon us as a 
commercial nation. We buy from South 
America $112,000,000 worth of goods a year 
more than we sell to them. This is paid in 
cash through London, and the English banker 
collects from us over $1,000,000 in commis- 
sions for the transaction of the business.“ 

Mr. Depew thought that by an international 
line conducted under the most liberal and in- 
telligent governmental assistance the railway. 
system of North America should be connected 
with that of the South American States. He 
said, after referring to the Monroe doctrine, 
that in a new country like ours, constantly 
facing novel conditions and meeting with extra- 
ordinary opportunities, most of the princi- 
ples of political economy which have, here- 
tofore guided the world had better be rele- 
gated with athletics to the colleges of the Re- 
public.“ a 

Mr. Depew had mentioned that Congress 
man Springer had at Thurman’s banquet 
nominated Mr. Cleveland for the next Presi- 
dent. Mr. Depew then said he hoped that his 
party would nominate the “‘champion of 
reciprocity, James G. Blaine.”

Grover Cleveland was vociferously called to

The society is sadly in need of a new build. 
ing, as the present structure is entirely too 
small to hold the accumulation of relics 
already on hand, let alone those that 
are constantly being added. The pres- 
ent structure is also not safe in case 
of fire, and the hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of rare books, manuscripts, relics, 
and paintings are in danger of being lost. 
Their loss, to a large extent, would be irre- 
trievable. Even the rare manuscripts that 
could be duplicated again could only be ob- 
tained at great cost. For instance, a valuable 
collection to Americans was added to the so- 
ciety’s collection this year when several 
volumes on early American wars. 
taken in fac-simile from manuscripts in 
the British Museum, were purchased. These 
volumes could only be replaced at great cost. 
Many members fully appreciate the urgent 
necessity of securing safer and larger quar- 
ters, and the matter of a new site will be the 
topic of thought from now until the first quar- 
terly meeting of next year, which will be he 
the third Tuesday in January. 
Those who oppose the present site claim it 


is too small, as the new building should be 


large and commodious, of modern style and 
finish, and should have ample facilities for the 
rapid increase of the relics, books, etc., for 
years to come. Those who favor the purchase 
of a site from the syndicate’s ground on State 
and Ohio streets seem to think that they will 
have a majority of votes, either in the Execu- 
tive Committee or in the society. They claim 
this site will afford them room and to spare 
for an imposing structure such as the Chicago 
Historical Society should build to its credit

Illinois’ First Response. 

The paper of the evening was read by the 
Hon. A. H. Burley on “ Illinois’ First Response 
in the Late Civil War—the Expedition from 
Chicago to Cairo, April, 1861.“ Mr. Burley 
was a member of the Citizens’ Committee in 
Chicago at the time, and was an active patriot 
who performed valuable services for the Gov- 
ernment. The paper is filed with the 
society for preservation, together with 
autograph letters from Gov. Yates, as it con- 
tains many historical facts never before given 
and corrects erroneous impressions produced 
by careless writers on those early days of the 
war. Mr. Burley told how Chicago was in- 
vaded and surrounded by Rebel spies and 
sympathizers in the early part of 1861, when 
wild rumors were afloat that the Rebels would 
attempt to get hold of the powder magazines 
and blow up the town. The Citizens’ Commit- 
tee, as a matter of caution, would 
not allow a single keg of powder to be 
sola without an investigation having been 
made and the committee satisfied that it would 
fall into loyal hands. The paper recited the 
details of raising the First Regiment in Illinois 
for the war, which was organized in Chicago 
and placed in command of Gen. Swift. This 
regiment numbered 400 men, armed with 
squirrel guns, pot-metal shotguns, cheap re- 
volvers,and old muskets raked out from garrets 
and pawnshops—anything that looked as if 
it would fire a ball at a Rebel. Some of the 
men took their old overcoats, others blankets, 
and some no camp clothing at all. They had 
four cannons and forty-four horses. 

Off for the War. 

The men left for an unknown destination 
from the Illinois Central Depot at midnight of 
April 21, 1861, amid the screams of women, 
and steamboat whistles, and the cries of part- 
ing friends. The ragged regiment was sent 
immediately to Cairo, and took the 
only forty-eight hours be- 
fore the Rebels had intended to take it. 
Mr. Burley also related how he obtained 23,000 
stand of arms from Jefferson Barracks, just 
below St. Louis, while the post was surround- 
ed by 8,000 Rebels. They were furnished the 
Illinois troops and prevented the State from 
seceding, as the Rebels had intended captur- 
ing them at the post. The first money raised 
in Illinois for the war was from Chicago; the 
first regiment starting in the State was from 
Chicago, under command of Gen. Richard K. 
Swift, a Chicagoan; the first shot in the West 
cast in a Chicago foundry and fired from a 
Chicago gun by a Chicago boy.

STOCKS CONTINUED IN THE DOWN- 


WARD PATH YESTERDAY. 


Notwithstanding the Lower Quotations 
More Confidence Was Felt Owing to the 
Prospects of an Easier Money Market— 
The Failure of Gallaudet & Co, for 
$1,000,000 Has No Effect on the Market 
London Slow to Recover from the 


, Panicky Feeling. 

Nzw Yorx, Nov. 18.—Money continues to 
be the point in Wall street. On ques- 
tionable collateral as high as 30 per cent was 

paid. for call loans, but those who 
we gilt-edged securities borrowed at less 
than half that rate. Following the action of 
our banks last week and of the Boston banks 
yesterday the Philadelphia banks today de- 
cided to issue clearing-house certificates, thus 
easing the strain on this center. In conse- 
quence money was much easier this afternoon. 
The comparative dullness of the stock 
market—281,000 shares today—operated in 
the same direction. Round delivery hour call 
money could be borrowed at 5 to 6 per cent, 
and before the close loaned at 3. 

This caused a smart rally in stocks, but last 
prices were still considerably below the final 
figures of yesterday. In the earlier trade 
stocks were very feverish and irregular under 
the assaults of the bears. These gentlemen 
held off yesterday, for it is not to their inter- 
est to precipitate a panic, because if the men 
to whom they sell short stocks should fail and 
be unable to accept and pay for their pur- 
chases the bears, too, would lose money. Con- 
sequently the resumption of operations by the 


bears today may be accepted as evidence that 


in their judgment the situation has inherently 
improved. That there is a considerable short 
interest in the market is indicated by the 


rates at which stocks loaned early in the day 


while money was commanding 25 per cent. 
Thus Lackawanna, Illinois Central, and New 
York Central were lending at a premium, Bur- 
lington and Reading flat, and other stocks at 
6 per cent.

Delayed Yesterday on Account of a Dis- 

pute About the Figures from the Thirty- 

first Ward—The Complete Returns. 
The canvassing board practically completed 


‘the canvass of the vote of the recent election 


yesterday, and the results are the same as pub- 
lished in Taz Tarpunz immediately after the 
election with the égception of Hoppin, R., of 
the Second Senatorial District defeated for 
Representative by Kenney, D. Gilbert’s ma- 
jority over Lawler is 817 votes. 

The canvass of the vote was finished at 5 
o’clock in the afternoon, and Chief Clerk 
Twohig of the Election Commissioners’ office 
immediately set a corps of clerks at work to 
complete the footings. 

Yesterday’s canvass was delayed for 
an hour or more in the morning 
over a discussion regarding the re- 
cording of the vote for Representatives 
in the Ninth Precinct of the Thirty-first 
Ward. The vote for the four candidates was 
recorded for State Senator instead of for Rep- 
resentatives. Patton had 245 votes, Hoppin 
292, McInerny 275, Kenney 168, and Luther 50. 
Mr. Underwood argued that the vote should 
not be thrown out, and apparently had the 
law and precedent on his side. Mr. Asay 
wanted it rejected. It was finally decided to 
pass the matter for the present. The result 
given below includes the vote of the precinct. 
Hoppin’s defeat gives the Democrats 77 votes 
in the House and 101 on joint ballot. This 
was the most important point raised during 
the day. 

The Gilbert-Lawler vote is remarkably 
close to the figures published in Tue 
Trisvwz after the election. Excepting 
the Fifth Precinct of the Thirty-first Ward 
Lawler’s net gain is only thirty-seven votes.

Tun air yesterday was full of rumors of fresh 
failures, but they were not verified, though 
one stock firm at the East had to “lie down” 
as a result ot imitating the action of the mon- 
key which grabbed so many chestnuts that it 
could not withdraw its paw through the bars. 
The peculiar sensitiven of the markets 
was shown in the rapidity with which 
prices took another tumble in some 
stock specialties and in produce cir- 
cles in this city. This was only natural, 
but absurd for all that. The panicky feeling

is akin to that which ensues on the hearing of 


a heavy roll of thunder, when the fact is, the 
damage done, if any, was previously brought 
about by the lightning flash. In this case a 
great deal of harm has been accom plished, 
and months, if not years, may be occupied in 
the recovery, but there is no use in borrowing 
fresh trouble or getting up a hue and cry over 
events that are past. The most philosophical 
course now is to distrust rumors of additional 
failures and avoid as far as possible a recur- 
rence of the conditions which caused the re- 
cent collapses. The banks of this city havo 
taken that attitude and for several weeks past 
have discouraged the borrowing of money for 
any but strictly legitimate business opera- 
tions. The additional raise in the Bank of 
England rate of discount to 7 per cent, which 
occurred yesterday, is an indication that lead- 
ing financiers on the other side of the Atlantic 
are doing their best to meet the consequences 
of the crisis. 


A MILLION AND A HALF AT LEAST SAVED. 

After a conference with the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Commission the Board 
of Directors of the World’s Fair tore up the 
resolution previously adopted concerning 
buildings on the Lake-Front and substituted 
the following: 

Resolved, That the report of said Grounds and 
Buildings Committee be accepted and adopted, 
locating the following buildings on the Lake- 
Front—to-wit: The Art Building, the Decorative 
Art Building, known in the classification as De- 
partment K, music-hall, electrical display, a por- 
tion of the villages, aquarium, underground mine 
(if any), water palace (if any), steel tower (if 
any), and also such other exhibits as are germane 
thereto; provided that no buildings shall be locat- 
ed east of the Illinois Central railroad tracks. 


This means there are to be no filling and 
piling in the harbor and no costly viaducts to 
be constructed across railway tracks to make 
the new-made land accessible. It means that 
at least a million and a half of dollars will be 
saved and will not be chucked into the basin 
to profit no one except some contractor. A 
year’s time has been saved. The cause of 
economy and common sense has prevailed. 

While the resolution contemplates the 
placing of a number of buildings on the Lake- 
Front west of the tracks, and the National 
Commission, it is understood, will not vet) 
it, yet a good deal depends on what can 
be done in the way of moving the [Illinois 
Central tracks farther east. If they remain 
where they are and the property-owners con- 
tinue to object to the erection of any struct- 
ures on the park south of Jackson street 
there will be available for Fair purposes only 
a 2,000 foot strip about 310 feet wide, which 
would hardly be large enough to hold all the 
buildings mentioned in the resolution. 

The directors are well aware of this, and 
therefore they are trying to make an arrange- 
ment with the Illinois Central by which it is 
to shift its tracks some distance out. This 
would give 200 feet more in width for Fair 
purposes. But before any such plan can be 
successful it must have the concurrence of the 
city, the railroad, the Legislature, the United 
States Government, and the Lake-Front prop- 
erty-owners. Whether they all can be per- 
suaded to agree on anything before next sum- 
mer is problematical. If they do not agree to 
the scheme in reasonable time it will be use- 
less to talk of more than three buildings on 
the Lake-Front. 

It will not be necessary, however, for the 
directors to await the slow movements of the 
Legislature and Congress to proceed with the 
erection of the Art Building, They only need 
the consent of the City Council. Whatever 
happens it will be on the Lake-Front. So 
they can go ahead as soon as the Council per- 
mits and have plans drawn and contracts let 
for that permanent palace of art, and leave it 
to the future to decide whether the First Ward 
shall be embellished with underground mines, 
water palaces, 1 towers, villages, music- 
halls, aquarium, eté, 


THE SPECULATIVE BUBBLE, 

The fresh troubles in stock circles which 
came to light yesterday seem to have been 
immediately due to the caution displayed by 
capitalists in lending money on speculative 
property as security. This has been carried 
so far that some of the banks in New York 
are said to have absolutely refused to make 
the transfers necessary to an execution of 
orders to buy stocks on Western orders and 
pay for them in full. This is a ridicu- 
lous overdoing of the thing, but the 
conditions have justified the more conserva- 
tive step generally taken by the banks of that 
city and Chicago, requiring their customers to 
either liquidate, transfer, or take up all stocks 
nominally held by them. This ineans that men 
who have been carrying stocks on margins, real- 
ly owning but a small per cent of their value, 
are obliged to sell at once and accept the loss 
already accrued instead of waiting in hopes of 
a rally. Either that or they must put up the 
big difference between margin and worth, 
which in most cases is simply impossible in 
the present state of the money market. No 
one is willing to lend cash to be used for such 
a purpose, and if the nominal owner of the 
stock had the money himself he would not be 
in a dilemma. No difficulty is experienced in 
continuing to hold a piece of property that has 
been paid for in full and no money borrowed 
on it, though it should shrink a quarter or 
more in selling value. The trouble comes 
only to those who have purchased but a small 
percentage of the value ofafew weeks ago 
and find that aliquot part wiped out by the 
break in prices. 

This buymg and selling of property on mar- 
gins may be not only convenient but neces- 
sary in the conduct of stock speculative busi- 
ness. The purchase of produce from the 
tarmer and selling it to a representative of the 
consumer is greatly facilitated by | 
ments which permit the shipper to deposit 
only so much of the actual price as will guar- 
antee the carrymg out of his contracts, and 
allow the property to carry title with it iri ‘the 


Aransfer. The same may be said of numerous 


other commercial transactions. The course 
of business would be hampered in the absence 


nothing more or less than s mere betting on 
the change of prices. Then the speculative 
breath blows up the saponaceous matter into 
a bubble, which bursts just at the moment of 
displaying the most fascinating hues, and 
leaves those who had trusted in itto mourn 
the blasting of their hopes. That has been 
the case now. The bubbie so artistically 
blown by the Barings, mostiy out of a mass of 
dirty water called securities on Argentine 
lands and houses, African gold mines, and 
Egyptian and Turkish Government faith, was 
burst by the rude shoek administered when 
Russia demanded a return of its $12,000,000 
of deposit, though that amounted to but 
a small. part of the whole amount 
supposed to be held by the firm. 
Then the numerous other bubbles elaborately 
formed from varying combinations of wind 
and water on the stock exchanges of London 
and New York were collapsed by the shock, 
and if there was any of the same kind of in- 
flation in the prices of produce that has been 
similarly disposed of. 

The result of the already noted attitude of 
capitalists will be to land stocks in the hands 
of men who are able to pay for them the 
whole of the purchase price. If any further 
declines be necessary to a reaching of this 
basis they will have to be submitted to, and 
the situation will be all the healthier for the 
reduction, though it may hurt hard the men 
who stand in the gap as losers of the differ- 
ence between actual value for cash and 
the nominal one rendered possible by 
an excessive resort to the dangerous business 
of trading on margins. It is probable that 
fully one-third of the prices paid for stocks in 
Wall street a couple of months ago might be 
set down to the account of this wind-bag in- 
flation which is permitted by trading on mar- 
gins, and perhaps not much more than half of 
the figures then current would ever have been 
realized had the purchasers been required to 
pay for the property in full. Hence there 1s 
nothing to regret in the recent return towards 
natural conditions, except it be that the sud- 
denness of tho movement has caught nota 
few innocent persons napping and made them 
pay the penalty for mischief wrought by 
others.

MR. PARNELL’S * AND HUMILIA- 
TION. 

Unquestionably the admirers of Charles 
Stewart Parnell have been pained to learn 
that he allowed the O’Shea divorce case to go 
by default, and that by failing to make any 
defense he practically admitted the truth of 
the adultery charges as set forth by his old 
lieutenant, Capt. O’Shea. It is a most hu- 
miliating position and one fraught with peril 
to the tenant-right and home-rule causes, for 
not only is he the Irish leader of those causes, 
but he has proved himself the only man on 
the Irish side who has shown himself capable 
of placing them before the British public and 
the world so as to command their respect and 
sympathy, and, still more important than this, 
to plead them in such a manner as to enlist 
the interest of perhaps a majority of the Brit- 
ish people. It is humiliating again because 
Mr. Gladstone particularly, at this time, needs 
his judicious and intelligent codperation in 
advancing the land reform and horne-rule 
causes, and it will be little less than a calamity 
if they shall now lose ground by the loss of 
popular estimation which Mr. Parnell may 
suffer, 

Mr. Parnell’s failure to appear is of course 
tantamount to a confession of guilt and an 
admission of an adulterous intimacy with Capt. 
O’Shea’s wife extending over eight years. It 
is an offense which Irish people as a rule con- 
demn with more severity than any other nation, 
and it now remains to be seen whether their 
love and respect for their great leader are 
strong enough to condone it and whether 
they will suffer their cause to be 
imperiled by the personal view they may take 
of it. Perhaps they will take the charitable 
view that if Mrs. O’Shea had had more of the 
Irish domestic virtue and had been less will- 
ing to violate her matrimonial vows this 
liaison might have been avoided. Perhaps 
they also will reflect that Capt. O’Shea him- 
self is rather latein bringing these charges 
after acknowledging publicly that he had 
played the part of cuckold for six years with- 
out protest or complaint. Perhaps also they 
will decide in view of the extraordinary ju- 
bilation of the London Times that it is enjoy- 
ing its revenge for the humiliation fastened 
upon it recently by Mr. Parnell in its attempt 
to crush him, and will be quick to believe 
that this Tory organ has been behind Capt. 
Q’Shea urging him on, even at the cost of his 
own disgusting shame, to strike this blow. It 
does not excuse Mr. Parnell, of course, nor 
extenuate the social offense of which he 
has been guilty. Even if it should eclipse his 
political career it woutd not be an unusual 
penalty, damaging as such a fate might be to 
the cause he has so much at heart. If the re- 
port be true, however, he has done all that he 
can to make reparation, having arranged to 
marry Mrs. O’Shea as soon as the divorce is 
made absolute, which under British law will 
be in about six months. Under thecircum- 
stances this would seem to be a sufficient 
penance for this fault, and should secure at 
least political Absolution for him. It must 


consent to such an arrangement, though he 
had committed the unpardonable English sin 
of being found out, and it ought at least to be 
an equivalent for his political if not for his 
social relations. 

BRAZIL'S RECENT PROGRESS. 

Within a single year Brazil has passed peace- 
fully and quietly from monarchical to republic- 
an conditions. It is just a year ago that the Bra- 
zilian people deposed Dom Pedro and by their 
action substantially announced to the world 
that they did not intend to be ruled over by 
the Crown Princess Isabel and ber French 
husband, the Comte d' Eu, of the Bourbon 
Orleans house, and that they had decided it 
was time to throw off dynastic rule. The 
Provisional Government, meanwhile, ap- 
parently has conducted the Government wise- 
ly. The elections have been held and the new 
Constitution, modeled largely upon our own, 
has been proclaimed. 

Brazil is the United States of South Ameri- 
ca. It has a population of between twelve and 
fourteen millions. In area it is larger than 
the United States, if we exclude Alaska. 
It has 3,219,000 square miles as compared 
with our 3,169,995. Its area is as large as 
that of the Unitéd States and the arable lands 
of Canada. This great Republic, it is 
cheerful to note, is the first of the 
American Republics to treat the reciprocity 
idea in a liberal and generous spirit and will 
probably be the first to adopt it. When that 
happens a great commerce will grow up be- 
tween the two countries. We are now buying 
$60,000,000 worth from her and she is buying 
$11,000,000 from us. Reciprocity will increase 


the oldest of the American Republics and be- 
tween the two greatest, and when this occyrs, 


when it has established reciprocal relations, it 


will be the signal for all the other Republics 


to come into the general zollverein. There 


are no products of North or South America 
that may not be exchanged freely. If they 
open their ports to us we can open ours to 


them just as freely, for they have no compet 
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have required no ordinary courage for him t 


their products being tropical. 

It is an interesting spectacle this of a great 
country turning in a single year from a mon- 
archy to a republican nation of twenty States, 


will be crowned when it has made a lib 


eral reciprocity treaty with us and the ports 
of the two Republics are freely open to each 
other, developing a largely increased trade 
which will be of mutual advantage and bind 
the two Republics still more closely together. 


GEN. BOOTH’S GREAT PROJECT. 

The London Times, commenting upon Gen. 
Booth’s plan for the amelioration of the con- 
dition of the poor and the wage-workers of 
England, and for the removal of pauperism 
and the crime which so often attends it, makes 
two criticisms which are pertinent. It sug- 
gests, in the first place, that if Gen. Booth had 
a lease of life for fifty years longer and could 
manage the phalanstery with the same skill 
that has characterized his management of 
the Salvation Army there might be some 
hope of his achieving what he expects. This, 
however, is clearly impossible, and when he 
passes away divided counsels and the want of 
an absolute head would be likely to wreck the 
enterprise. Its second criticism is to the 
effect that, uke Bellamy’s scheme, it is too 
big and does not take sufficient account of 
human nature and the obstatles which human 
nature will be sure to interpose in the way ot 
its execution. In other words, the Times is of 
the opinion that he promises too much, and 
that the many causes of pauperism and crime 
cannot be dealt with by the machinery which 
he proposes. 

It is not impossible, however, that Gen. 
Booth may have the opportunity to try his 
hand at solving this greatest of all social prob- 
lems, for subscriptions are coming in rapidly, 
and perhaps there are enthusiastic people 
enough to make up the sum required by him. 
No one doubts his sincerity or his energy. If 
any single man can accomplish the work he is 
the man to do it, and no other man can rally 
around himself such an earnest, zealous, or 
resolute band of reformers. Should he suc- 
ceed it would be a modern miracle, but should 
he fail he will at least have the compensation 
of knowing that he has set “darkest En- 
gland before the world in quite as strong a 
light as Stanley has set “ darkest Africa,” and 
has aroused public sentiment from its indif- 
ference or thoughtlessness on this subject. To 
this extent he has done a great work, and it 
will be surprising if his example does not 
spur up philanthropical people to a realizing 
sense of their duty. If this one man ‘has 
the courage to believe that he can solve 
the problem surely the aggregation of 
public charities with ample funds at 
their disposal and all the necessary 
machinery ought to be able to illumi- 
nate not only “darkest England” but 
all this darkest world. Another outcome, and 
a most important one, of Gen. Booth’s sch®me 
is the dignity it lends to the work of the Salva- 
tion Army. It has shown that behind all its 
mummeries, its minstrel performances, and 
its apparent sensationalism there is a strong, 
earnest purpose to relieve the misery of the 
world and that it does not hesitate to go down 
into the very depths of depravity before which 
others pause. To this extent Gen. Booth ‘has 
rescued his organization of hallelujah lads 
and lasses from the world’s ridicule and held 
it up to the world’s respect. 

WHY THE BANE OFT ENGLAND RAISED 
ITS. RATES. 

It is now known that the directors of the 
Bank of England raised the rate of discount 
to 6 per cent in connection with a resolve to 
help assume the vast responsibilities of the 
house of Baring Bros, But the matter was kept 
very close. The English financiers outside of 
that inner circle had no idea of what was in 
progress. One of their leading papers had a 
long editorial on the subject the next day, 
Saturday, Nov. 8. It noted that some people 
thought the Barings or Rothschilds were go- 
ing to smash, but then entered ona long 
statement calculated to show the absurdity of 
such a fear, making the point that the direc- 
tors had frequently changed the minimum 
rate of discount on other days than 
that of their regular meeting. The pa- 
per intimated a belief’ that the move- 
ment was simply made in connection 
with certain operations in which the 
Bank of Spain and the Bank ot Paris were 
then engaged, and a larger flow of gold to 
Scotland and Ireland than usual. It adds in 
regard to the step: “ It allows speculators a 
few days in which to make up their minds and 
look about for assistance. People have now 
time to think and plan, and in the long run it 
is just on the cards that stock markets will 
benefit from the action. Evidently there 
was no shadow of suspicion of the real trouble 
that was brewing, and had already shaken to 
its foundations a house ranking third among 
the big financial institutions of the world. 
News comes out slowly in England. The peo- 
ple who are in possession of a knowledge of 
important facts are apt to keep them quiet 
till they have had time to use the information 
to their own advantage. The same conditions 
obtain here, but the interval is apt to be one 
of only a few minutes instead of days. The 
ignorance of the paper referred to recalls 
some expressions of opinion in the Chicago 
press the morning after the extensive fire of 
Saturday night, Oct. 7, 1871. They took the 
position that this city could not soon again be 
visited by such another fire, and a few hours 
later found a great part of Chicago in flames. 


PLANS FOR THE FAIR. 

The plans for buildings and arrangement 
of grounds for the Columbian Exhibition are 
rapidly taking shape, and are sufficiently com- 
prehensive to warrant delay in presentation as 
well as adoption. Apart from the Lake-Front 
portion of the display, which is yet open to ar- 
gument, the ideas of the directors would ap- 
pear to be harmonious, and in favor of work 
that will be worthy of the occasion if it do not 
astonish the world. It is proposed to occupy 
an area of about 100 acresin Washington Park 
with buildings fitted for a large central dis: 
play, and to devote a portion ‘to smaller 
structures for other countries, these being 
artistically situated with reference to the 
picturesque lakes that now dot the site. 
A strong balance of opinion is in favor 
of using the Midway Plaisance, 6,000 feet long 
by 600 feet wide, for the agricultural display, 
which it is thought will find ample accommo- 
dation in that vast area, the position of which 
is worthy the importance of the subject. Jack- 
son Park will be improved by the expenditure 


of the $500,000 of bonds just voted for that 
purpose, and probably a part will be applied’ 


to protecting it by a sea wall. The exca. 
vations for artificial lakes, to cover several 
scores of acres, will furnish material enough 


for raising the remaining low grounds of the | 


area, and at the least possible expense. It is

Is the Republican party to pursue the same 
suicidal, old Bourbon policy and reap the 
same bitter fruits? Only the blind Bourbons 
of the party advucate it. Thething to do is 
to back square out of the blunder and take a 
fresh start on the solid ground of moderate 
protection and reciprocity with the Republics 
of North and South America. 


Tu lottery organs in New Orleans are seek- 
ing to impose upon the sympathies of the 
country by playing the poverty dodge as the 
outcome of the anti-lottery legislation. The 
Picayune, for example, says that the school 
fund is exhausted and that the schools will 
have to close during December unless the 
teachers can spare $25,000 from their mcomes 
to run them. In the very next article, how- 
ever, it boasts that the money panic has not 
affected that city. It affirms that the banks 
are provided with ample resources and money 
is flowing in ‘steadily. The staple crops of 
that section are being marketed at handsome 
prices and merchants have plenty of money. 
In this condition of things why do not the 
banks and merchants come forward with the 
money which the school teachers are asked to 
contribute from their wages? Is it not a lit- 
tle humiliating that the school teachers should 
be expected to make good losses of money 
hitherto derived from a gambling concern 
which has preyed upon the whole country 
when their banks are overrunning with it and 
their merchants are all flush? 


Narunm seems to be doing its best to keep 
down the population of the world by its de- 
structiveness in Oriental countries. Some 
four months ago the Yellow River, swollen by 
an unusually heavy rainfall in the mountains, 
spread over the country, submerging over 
6,000 square miles of its drainage basin. Ten 
thousand persons were drowned and 8,000 soon 
died of starvation. It now is estimated that 
4,000,000 more will have to depend upon char- 
ity until the next wheat harvest, in May, 1891, 
and as charity is slow in reaching Chinamen 
thousands more probably will die. Last month 
a terrible storm swept over the Chinese Sea, 
causing numerous wrecks and the loss of over 
a thousand lives. In Japan, since the outbreak 
of cholera and upto the 2th of October, 
nearly 30,000 persons died, and many thou- 
sands more from the same epidemic in China, 
Corea, and along the Cochin-Chinese coast. 
In spite of this wholesale destruction, how- 
ever, there does not seem to be any marked 
decrease in Oriental population.

CONDITION OF UNCLE SAM’S EXCHEQUER. 


United States Treasurer Submits His An- 
nual Report to Secretary Windom. 
Wasninaton, D. C., Nov. 18.—United States 
Treasurer James N. Huston has submitted to 
Secretary Windom his report on thé operations 
and conditions of the Treasury for the fiscal year 
ended June 3. The net ordinary revenues 
amounted to $403,080,982, a m but twice exceeded 
in the history of the Government. The increase 
over the year before was $16,030,923, of which $11,- 
725,191 came from the internal revenue. The or- 
dinary expenditures were 827,788,438, an increase 
of $15,739,871 over those of the year before. Thé 
growth of the revenues was, therefore, a little 
greater than that of the .expenditures. There 
would have been a falling off in the latter but for 
the increase in pensions The sürplus revenues 
wore $105,344,496, of which $20,304,224 was paid out 
in premiums on bonds purchased. According to 
the warrants, the receipts of the Post-Otfice De 
artment were $61,106,041, and the expenditures 
387.011.268. an increase of between five and six mill- 
ions on both sides. 

At the close of June 30, 1889, there 
stood charged to the Treasury on the books of the 
department the sum of 88 118. To this were 
added the receipts of the yess from the revenues 
and on account of the public debt, amounting in 
all to $648,375,363, so that the aggregate for which 
he was accountable during the year was $1,321,- 
774,482. Of this he disbursed 247,078 on war- 
rant of the department leaving $91,527,403 in his 
charge June 30, 1890. There was included in these 
accounts, however, upwards of $28,000,000 on de- 
posit with the States under an old law, besides 
nearly $1,500,000 of unavailable funds for which the 
Treasurer was not responsible, On the other hand, 
there was on deposit with him for various pur- 
poses a large sum of which the department took 
no account, and he had received other sums which 
had not yet been charged to him. The true 
amount for which he was accountable June 30, 
1889, was $760,643,871 and $757,915,078 a year later, 
against which he held a like amount of assets, 
consisting of gold, silver, paper currency, and de- 
posits with National banks. 

The amount of gold in the Treasury increased 
during the year from $303,387,719 to $320,933,145, 
and the silver from $315,160,779 to $346,821 006. 

Exclusive of amounts on deposit there was in 

the Treasury belonging to the Government June 
30, 1889, $326,028,927, and J une 30, 1890, $286,384,815, 
the amount of gold having increased about $4, 
000, while the silver decreased nearly $0,000,000. 
The liabilities decreased dur the year from 
$127,931,380 to $107,124,718, and the reserve, being 
the excess of assets over liabilities, ran down 
from $198,097 ,047 to $179,260,097
